The New G eorgia Code a 


Georgia code of 1933, prepared un- 
der the direction of the code com- 
mission by Orville A. Park and Harry 
S. Strozier, Harry B. Skillman and 
Henry H. Cobb. The Harrison Com- 
pany, 1935, publishers. 

The main current sources of law 
are judicial decision and legislation. 
Today, both procreate a tremendous 
mass of printed matter. Each session 
of the legislature perpetuates its la- 
bors by a bound volume of hundreds 
of pages of new statutes. For exam- 
ple, the workmen's compensation act, 
the banking act and the blue sky law 
have changed principles as old as the 
common law itself.
